In- 
troduced a supplemental bill, taking this 
course rather than permit amendments tothe 
Funding bill which would jeopardize its pas- 
sage inthe Senate. The supplemental! bill em- 
bodies the amendments offered by Frye, 
Conger, and McKinley, and the principal one 
provides for the sale of bends and certificates 
of small denomination @t the various Sub- 
Treasuries throughout the country. The 
general impression now is that the President 
will veto the bill. 

A MAN giving the name of William Bowers 
called at the Chatham Street Hospital, New 
York, yesterday morning and asked to be ad- 
mitted, as he was suffering from small-pox.

THE FUNDING BILL 
PASSED, WITH A SUPPLEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasainerton, D. C., March 2.—The long 
contest over the Funding bill has ended in 
the passage of the bill in the exact form in 
which it came from the Senate, without the 
sligittest amendment. It was not until 6 
o’clock this evening that this result was ac- 
complished. The Republicans, throughout 
the early of the day atleast, continued 
the contest as it liad been begun, fighting 
the measure step by step. The Democrgatic 
majority of the House was there in full 
force, and, in accordance with their an- 
nounced program, successively voted down 
every one ofthe amendments proposed by 
the Ways and Means Committee. The 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee themselves nominally and 


. FORMALLY Arr. run anner 
to which they pledged themselves in the 


Committee by at east voting for their own 
amendments. But this action was only form- 
al, for the rank and file of the Democratic 
party continuously voted down every amend- 
ment which the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee, confessedly the 
leaders of the House, proposed. The object 
to be secured, of course, was to pass the 
Senate bill without any change, in order not 
to incur the hazard of sending the bill back 
to the Senate. 
THE WELL-FOUNDED RUMOR 

was circulated upon the Democratic side late 
last night, and was still believed throughout 
the day to-day, that it was the purpose of the 
Republican Senators, should the bill! be re- 
turned to the Senate, to prevent action upon 
it. So the bill, crude, imperfect, unjust, and 
contradictory as it wasin many of its feat- 
ures, was passed through until concurrence 
was had in the last Senate dmendment. The 
fact that the Republicans were right and 
the Democrats wrong was subsequently 
acknowledged by the Democrats them- 
selves by the supplemental bill which 
Mr. Carlisle presented during the 
afternoon. However, the Republican oppo- 
sition began to grow weaker. Careful in- 
quiry developed the fact that ‘this was chiefly 
due to the conviction that the President 
would withhold his approval from the bill, if 
he should not actually veto it. That con- 
viction is very firm. Whether it be realized, 
of course, remains to be seen, but the belief 
that it would be undoubtedly had a very 
great influence in securing concurrence in 
all the Senate amendments, and the conse- 
quent final passage of the bill, 

THE MOST REMARKABLE ARGUMENT 
against the bill was furnished by the Demo- 
crats themselves, through the presentation 
of a Supplemental Funding bill by Mr. Car- 
lisle. This bill incorporated the essential 
features of the Frye, the Conger, end the Mc- 
Kinley amendments, which the House had 
respectively voted down during the day, in 
order to avoid the danger of sending the bill 
back to the Senate. 

THESE AMENDMENTS 

provided for a more equitable allotment of 
the award, and make it impossible for a 
syndicate to entirely control the loan, as they 
— — be able to do under the original bill 

passed, and also provides that the 
Funding bill shall not be construed to 
change, alter, or modify the provisions 
of existing law relative to the voluntary 
liquidation of National banks.

THE ALLEN MURDER TRIAL.

Guwyeva, III., March 2.~The Allen murder trial 
is again runoing under a full head of steam. 
The court-room to-day, as on former occasions, 
has been filled full of spectators from all the 
country arouhd about dere. Tue’ TRIBUNE 
representative had a pleasant little visit with 
the prisoners, Woodruff and Thomas, in their 
quarters in durance vile, in which they said they 
were confident of beuig discharged as soon as 
the trial is over. They seem to take things in a 
cool sort of manner, and say that, so far, they 
have not been scared. The trial will consume 
some little time over into next week, as two 
days have been nearly lost this week by the non-. 
arrival of the Judge Monday. The inferest 
down at Sandwich, where the murder was com- 
mitted, in the trial is great, aad all reports of 
its progress are looked for with great eagerness. 
Mrs. Mary Nichol, a servant, was put on the

home; was at the house the night of the mur 
der; went to bed about 9 p. m;: heard Mrs. Rood 
leave the house; witness slept up- stairs; was 
not well that night; did not sleep well; heard a 
person walk lightly in the hallway; the door 
was open to the head of the stairs a little; heard 
a pistol go off; seemed as if it was out in the 
yard; heard it go off again; was excited: went 
aown-stairs after a while; Mrs. Allen was in the 
sitting-room; pleasant and bright night, and 
frost on the ground; found Mr. Allen on the 
floor; did not see him lifted up; Libbie gave the 


alarm on the street; Mrs. Allen was frightened; 
staid after the murder four days. On crogs-ex- 
amination she said she lived there in all about 
two months; did not hear any one speak in the 
hall; room door partially & beard no shout- 
ing; was not present when the candle was 
found, but saw it in Mrs. Marks’ hands, beard 
six shots fired; heard no talking in the hail. 

Thomas H. Whipple was next sworn. He lived 
formerly in St. Curies; lived the great portion 
of twenty-six years in Chicago; am with Tur- 
tle’s detective agency, Chicago; have been to 
Allens house; procured the door-key while 
there once; gave it to Dr. Piper, of Chicago; 
there were marks on the stem of the key at the 
time; it was the key to the front door; key-hole 
was moderately large and the key turned easily. 
Cross-examined: Looked at the key with a mag- 
nifying giass; key was got from the floor of 
Allen's house; had the key for a few days, and 
then gave it to Piper. 

. Th Walker, sworn: Lived in Sand- 
wich twenty-five years; was before the inquest; 
am a machinist; knew Allen and his family; 
known Woodruff about eight years and Thomas 
fifteen years; quite well acquainted with 
Thomas; Thomas went to work for the Company 
about three weeks after the murder; saw him 
each morning: had a conversation with him 
about the murder; Thomas spoke about going 
to Leadville; witness told him about a man at 
the hotel who was sick, who was going to Lead- 
ville; Thomas said he did not care to have any- 
thing to do with him, as he was a detective; 
Thomas thought the man wasi coking up the 
Aller murder. On cross-examination: Knew a

man named Peterman, a ditcher: this conversa- 
tion was about three months after the murder; 
know about detectives being in the town; one 
was called Murdock. 

James Fitzgerald, the sick detective, was next 
called. Lived in Chicago for about eight years: 
heard about the Alien murder; was sent out b 
Turtie’s agency about the 22d of April to Sand- 
wich to look the ground over and report: 
stopped at the Sandwich House when he got 
there; looked the town over; saw Thomas on 
that day and on two days following: after this 
Thomas kept away from him; one night Thomas 
saia, There be goes; was tracked by Thomas 
one night; Thomas was excited and changed in 
appearance when the witness was near; Thomas 
was at work in bis yard one day and ran into the 
house as the witness approached; saw Thomas 
at the tivery stable one evening. 

Cross-examined: Worked for Turtle’s agency 
since 7 vy the month; got into Sandwich April 
22; read the testimony taken before the Cor- 
oner’s jury; said he had been in Denver when he 
put up at the hotel; before being a detective 
was in the boot and shoe business in Massachu- 
setts: did not get an introduction to <Thomas; 
told Walker he might send Thomas around and 
he would teli him about Colorado; wanted to get 
into conversation with Thomas; Thomas fol- 
lowed him after the first three days he was 
in Sandwich; never before was in Sandwich; 
Thomas was walking with friends one evening 
when he said, “There he goes; when be was 
excited was pale in the face and nervous; lips 
would move and his eyes would roam from one 
side to the other; never saw Thomas before the 
22d; the first three days Thomas seemed natural; 
when be saw Thomas in the yard he was spading; 
when be met Thomas by the stable it was in the 
evening and getting dark; lights in the barn, 
but none anywhere else; the stable was east of 
the depot; was li enougsn to see to read. 

Miss Libbie Alien, the daughter, was next 
sworn, and took the stand: Have lived in Sand- 
wich nine years; know Tuomas and Woodruff;

9 p. m. and locked the front door (key was 
shown her and recognized); Mrs. Rood went 
away soon after; witness let her out; house 
fronts Main street; locked the door after.

What are known as filibustering motions

Those who are near 
to hfm, and others who havetalked with him, 
were confident in predicting that he will re- 
turn the bill to the House without his ap- 
proval as early to-day as he can communicate 
with that body. Whatever the judgmentof 
the country may be upon this course,—and it 
will be seriously divided,—the promptness of 
the decision will be commended, for the sub- 
ject has already agitated the public too long. 
The President’s alleged reasons for vetoing 
the bill are the same as those which 
prompted most of the Republicans to such 
stubborn resistance to its passage in the 
House—viz.: because he believes that the 
principle of the bill is wrong, and. that the 
effect of its becoming a law will be scarcely 
short of disaster. It may be confidently 
stated that the veto of the measure, if it 
come, will meet with the hearty approval of 
the incoming Administration, and that the 
latter has had considerable influence in 
making a veto probable.

LINCOLN AND GARFIELD. 

On Monday last President-elect Garfield 
left Mentor for Washington. At the first 
stop, at old Ashtabula, he made a brief 
good-by address to his friends. On the 11th 
of February, 1801, Abraham Lincoln left 
Springfield upon a similar errand, and made 
a similar speech of farewell. We place the 
two brief addresses side by side, for they 
now possess a historical interest:

Twenty years have elapsed since Abraham 
Lincoln made the above touching and rever- 
ential address, which almost seems to reflect 
a presentiment of the tragic doom that over- 
took him. Though nota man of deeply re- 
ligious convictions, or of pretentious out- 
ward manifestation, he felt that it was a 
crisis in the affairs of the country where no 
man could succeed without Divine help. At 
that time the country stood upen the very 
brink of ruin. The clouds of war were gath- 
ering thickly upon the National horizon. 
Fifteen States were determined to secede 
from the Union amd destroy the National 
Government. Parties were in confusion, 
and the discordance extended even to house- 
holds. The two sections of the country were 
bitterly exasperated against each other. There 
were traitors even in the Governinent offices. 
The whole world stood looking on with 
breathless interest to see what the outcome 
would be when that plain and honest man, 
who had had little experience in political 
affairs, left his country home, appealing to 
God and asking for the prayers of his neigh- 
bors that he might have Divine assistance to 
do his duty righfly. He himself, perhaps, 
more clearly than any other, foresaw the long 
and bitter war that was so rapidly approach- 
ing, and the confusion—socia), political, com- 
mercial, and financial—into which the country 
must be plunged before his term of office ex- 
pired, and itis no wonder that he left the 
peace and quiet of his old home with a feel- 
ing of sadness and depression. He never saw 
Springfield again. It was a good-by for 
and never again did he return there until his 
body, perforated witha Rebel bullet, was 
tenderly taken there and placed in the tomb by 
a sorrowing Nation, who had cause to love him. 
Between those days and these, vast changes 
have taken place. The Waris over and free- 
dom has triamphed. Slavery is dead. Sec- 
tional feeling is dying out. The country, re- 
united, has entered upon a new careef of 
prosperity. Industry has received new im- 
petus. The resources of the country have 
been greatly developed. Emigration has 
poured its vast armies over our Western 
plains. Parties have met in peaceful con- 
tests and fought their battles at the ballot- 
box, uninfluenced by sectional animosities. 
Gen. Gartield’s vietory has aroused enthu- 
slasm even among his enemies, and his trip 
to Washington was greeted with acclama- 
tions. The appeal which he makes in his 
Ashtabula speech aptly characterizes the 
great change, for there is no reason now 
why with his own good sense, and with 
the help of the people, he should not 
have a successful Administration and at 
the end of the term retire leaving the coun- 
try even more prosperous than itis now. It 
is a favorable omen that there are many 
points of resemblanéé’ between himself and 
Mr. Lincoln. Though Mr. Garfield has 
had more experience in political affairs, he 
will bring to his Administration the same 
kind of ability, the same thoughtfulness and 
good sense, the same love for the people, and 
the same kindness of heart that characterized 
Mr. Lincoln. If hemakes mistakes thy will 
be mistakes on the side of humanity and 
charity. If Mr. Lincoln, by virtue of such 
qualities of character, could safely pilot the 
ship through such terrible storms, surely we 
may anticipate no danger ahead in smooth 


waters with Mr. Garfield at the helm.

LEGISLATIVE TYRANNY REBUKED. 

One of the greatest enormities exercised 
for nearly a century, but more particularly 
during the last forty years, has at last been 
declared not only illegal, but so illegal that 
the public officers etecuting the orders of 
their superiors are declared responsible for 
their Ulegal proceedings. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has emphatically declared that any arrest, 
detention, or imprisonment of a citizen by 
order of either House of Congress, or by any 
legislative body, on the ground of contempt

making such arrest, detention, or imprison- 
ment are personally responsible to the 
vietims, and not at tiberty to plead privilege 
or the orders of the body in whose name 
they acted. Though this decision in terms 
applies only to the cases of imprisonment by 
order of a House of Congress, it extends to 
all cases of imprisonment by order of any 
legislative body in the country.

The Court reviews the whole merits of the 
controversy. It finds no general power of 
inflicting punishment by the Congress of the 
United States in the Constitution, and the 
provision therein that “no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law” is of the strongest im- 
plication against punishment by order of a 
legislative body. This provision, it has been 


‘held, means a trial in which the rights of a 


party shall be decided by a tribunal previ- 
ously established by law. The Court finds 
an entire want of expressed constitutional 
authority on the part of either House of Con- 
gress to punish for contempt, and therefore 
examines the grounds of ined authority. 
These are (1) the exercise of this power by the 
Parliament of England, from which country, 
it is said, we derive our parliamentary sys- 
tem: and (2) the necessity of such power to 
enable the two Houses to perform their du- 
ties and exercise powers conferred on them 
by the Constitution. 

The Court points out that the two Houses 
of the British Parliament were originally 
Courts with judicial powers, and though their 
powers have in time been abridged, they yet 
retain so much of their original judicial 
power as enables them, like any other Court, 
to punish for contempt of their privileges 
and authority. The reason the House of 
Commons had this power was not because it 
was a representative body with legislative 
functions, but because it was a body having 
judicial authority. The subject of punish- 
ment for contempt,” says the Court, “rests 
on principles which have no application to 
other legislative boilies, and certainly can 
have none to the House of Representatives 
of the United States, a body which is in no 
sense a Court, which exercises no functions 
derived from its once haying been part of the 
highest Court of the realm, and whose func- 
tions, so far as they partake lu any degree of 
that character, are imited to punishing tte 
own members and determining their elec 
ton.“ 

The Court admits that the power to punish 
contempt extends to the punishment of its 
own members, even by imprisonment, in or- 
der to enforce attendance or orderly cond uct; 
and the opinion is expressed that a witness 
may be similarly punished by a body engaged 
in trying a case of contested election or case 
of impeachment. To this the Court adds: 


Whether the power of punishment in either 
House by fine or tmprisonment goes beyond 
this or not, we are sure no person can be pun 
ished for contumacy as a witness before either 
House unless bis 8 is required in a mat- 
ter into which the House has jurisdiction to in- 
quire: and. we feel equaily sure neither of these 
bodies possesses the general power of ye chey J an 
inquiry into the privace affairs of the citizen 


The witness in this case, the Court declares, 
was required to testify in a matter over 
which the House of Representatives had no 
power to take any action; it had no judicial 
power in the case whatever, and its warrant 
for the arrest of the witness was wholly be- 
yond its constitutional authority. 

This judgment of the Supreme Court 
thoroughly explodes one of the most inde 
fensible of all the forms in which legislative 
ignoranee, malignity, and despotism have 
been presented to the public. It strikes 
down to the dust the claim of privilege, 
which, as is now shown, never had any con- 
stitutional foundation. It strips legislative 
bodies, whether National or State, of one 
of the favorit forms in which members 
frequently seek to hide their own iniquities 
and corruptions by summoning witnesses 
whom they kuow will not testify, and behind 
the punishment of this fidelity hide their 
own guilt. This question of legislative 
power to punish witnesses for contempt has 
of late years been carried to great extent, 
and has been grossly abused. It has in- 
cluded the claim that a subpona from a 
legislative body can compel the custodian of 
telegraphie dispatches te produce all the 
private and public dispatches sent over 
that line within a given term of months, 
and even years. Indeed, we believe 
this claim has extended to the actual 
seizure of the contents of telegraph 
offices and their examination by committees, 
special and general. The same claim of right 
has been advanced by Houses of State Leg- 
islatures, and by Boards of County Super- 
visors, and even by Boards of Aldermen and 
Common Councils in cities. There is noth- 
ing more attractive than “ privilege,’ and to 
the average Congressman or Alderman there 
is nothing more sweet than to exercise 4 
privilege unknown to and higher than the 
law, and to tise it to punish some person 
actually deprived of all means of defense. 
In some Legisiaturés the claim has been set 
up of the power to compel telegraphic agents 
to surrender the originals of all dispatches 
in their hands, and the agent who refused 
this has, if we mistake not, been construct- 
ively under arrest for several months. An 
instance of this legislative assumption of 
power took place at Springfield two years 
ago, when one branch of that body im- 
prisoned a repérter for this paper several 
weeks in jail for not answering questions 
which every one knew he would not answer, 
and which had he answered would have 
grievously afflicted those who had demanded 
his im prisonment. 

The Supreme Court has entitled itself to 
National gratitude for its effectual destruc- 
tion of the long-cherished doctrine that legts- 
lative bodies, as such, have ahy powers to 
punish any one besides their own members 
for contempt, or that they have any power to 
compel witnesses to testify to any facts, or 
produce any papers, unless the inquiry per- 
tain to a question over which the House has 
judicial jurisdiction. The Senate, sitting as 
a court of impeaehment, or the Heuse, trying 
a case of contested eléction. may enforce the 
attendance of witnesses and compel them to 
testify, but beyond these neither House of 
any Legislature can punish for contempt, 
unless it be to punish its own members. 

The Senate of the United States as long 
ago as 1848 imprisoned a journalist who re- 


fused to tell where and how he obtained a 


copy of a printed document. He was kept 
imprisoned for several months, The same 
thing has been repeated to some extent at in- 
tervals since then, and even now a commit 
tee of the Senate is actively engaged in 
hunting for some person to be imprisoned 
for publishing the Chinese Treaty. 

The Supteme Court has. punctured the 
legal pretensions of the statesmen who have 
upheld this theory of privilege by denying 
that the power to punish for contempt is in- 


cidental in any way to legislative bodies, or | 
that it pertains thereto at any time or in 


any place. A legislative body has no judi- 
cial power or control over any persons ex- 
cept its own members and officers. The rest 
of mankind are as exempt from its power of 


punishment for contempt as if no such body

ness. Sec. 4 of the act of June W. 1874, which 
authorizes the banks to deposit lawful money, 
in sums of not less than $9,000, with the 
Treasurer to the amount of its outstanding 
circulation, and receive its bonds, and in 
such case the Treasury shall redeem the 
bank-notes outstanding, is also repealed. 

The effect of this repeal and this revival is, 
that no bank shall have bonds on deposit for 
less than one-third of its capital stock; so 
that a bank with one million of dollars 
capital must deposit bonds to one-third that 
amount whether it have circulation or not. 
Under this bill it will not be possible, as now, 
for a bank with a million of capital stock to 
reduce its circulation to 848.000. 

Should this bill become a law the minimum 
of the bonds deposited by each bank must 
equal one-tiiird of ite capital stock; and the 
bauks deésifing to reduce their circulation 
may do so upon the surrender of their notes 
in sums of not less than $1,000 at a time. But 
they will have to hunt up their notes and sort 
them out, which will be a slow process. 

The repeal of the authority of the banks 
to surrender their circulation in bulk and 
to withdraw their bonds by merely deposit- 
ing lawful money for that purpose in the 
Treasury will not meet with much public 
opposition. The power in their hands at 
present is a dangerous one, as was shown 
by their proeeedings last week, when, by 
the sudden deposit of $15,000,000, they for a 
time conynised the money market, What 
would be the consequences if they were at 
liberty to repeat this operation at their 
pleasure, calling in their loans and laying 
their hands on 100 millions of greenbacks, de- 
positing them in a lump, and, after convuls- 
ing the market, knoe down all securities 
ang producing a patiic, then send back their 
bonds to the Treasury; withdraw their 
greenbacks, buy up stocks at the decline, 
make a boom, self them out ata profit, and re- 
peat the operation as often as they pleased ? 
As the law now stands, there is nothing to 
prevent the banks from doing this very thing.

THE CORRESPONDENT’S RECITAL. 

The correspondent taken prisoner, re- 
leased, and furnished a pass by the Boers 
back to camp, sends to London the following 
account of the disaster to the British arms at 
Spitzkop: : 

“ Prospect Hut., Monday, 6:30a. m.—I re- 
turned to camp at 8 Sunday night, after es- 
caping, almost by a miracle, from the fate 
which has befallen a great portion of the 
foree which left camp, The strength of the 
column last night amounted to 600 men all 
told, belonging to the Fifty-eighth, Sixtieth, 
and Ninety-second Regiments, and the Naval 
Brigade. The night was dark, and the 
march across an unknown country toilsome 
in the extreme. We firs. made our way over 
comparatively level ground to the foot of the 
main range of hills, but there 

OUR DIFFICULTIES BEGAN. 

“In many cases the ascent was absolutely 
precipitous, and wherever there was fvoting 
for troops, huge bowlders and loose stones 
rolled down when touched. ‘The troops car- 
ried arms, eighty rounds of ammunition, 
water-botties, and three days’ provisions, 
making progress painfal in the extreme. 
Daylight was breaking when we approached 
the hill which was the object of the expedi. 
tion. Starting at 10, we were six hours accom- 
plishing what, as the crow flies, is a little 
over four miles, to the summit of an emi- 
nence from which we looked down upon a 
jong line of Boer intrenchments, stretching 
from a point immediately below us to Buffalo 
River. : 

80 FAR OUR SUCCESS WAS COMPLETETY 
CLEAR. 

„Our decupation of the hill rendered the 
Boer position absolutely untenable, as we 
took their whole intreiichments in the rear 
from our een camp. Although miles away, 
It looked quite close, for we were at an ele- 
vation of 2500 feet above it. The enemy’s 
princtpal ee was about 2,000 yards away. 
The position had secured was undoubt- 
edly one of immense natural strength. On 
‘the summit was a plateau, so that all troops 
not actuallyengaged in repelling assaults 
could lie down perfectly secure from the fire 
below. For an hour the greater part of the 
troops rested, a portion, however, helping the 
sailors, who had not so far been able to get a 
Gatling gun up the hill. 

AT SUNRISE 
the Boers were to beseen moving in their 
lines, but it was not until an hour later that 
aparty of mounted videts were seen trot- 
ting toward the hill, upon which they evident- 
ly intended to take astand. As they ap- 
proached, our outlying pickets fired on them, 
and our presence was for the first time dis- 
covered. The sound of our guns was heard 
at the Dutch Jaagar, and ‘ 
THE WHOLE SCENE CHANGED AS IF BY 

MAGIC, 

In place of a few seattered figures there ap- 
peared on the scene swarms of men rushing 
hither and thither. Some rushed to their 
horses and others to wagons, and work in 
yoking oxen and preparing for instant retreat 
began at once. When the first panic abated, 
it could be seen that some person in 
authority had taken command. A greater 
number of Boers began to move forward 
with the intention of attacking us; but the 
work of preparing for defeat in case.of 
necessity still went on, and continued until 
all the wagons iuspanned were ready to 
move away. Some, indeed, at once began te 
withdraw. At about 7 the Boers opened. 
fire, and the bullets whistled thickly over the 
plateau. The men were all perfectly cool 
and confident. 1 don’t think the possibility 
of the position being carried by storm 
occurred to any one. From 7 to 11 the 
Boers, who were lying all around the hill, 
maintained a constant fire. 


THEIR SHOOTING. WAS WONDERFULLY Ac- 
CURATE. 


“The stones behind which our men in the 
front line were lying were hit by almost 


every shot. Opposed to such shooting as 


this thére was no need to impress upon the 
men to keep well undercover. They only 
showed themselves to take an occasional 
shot, and, accurate as was the enemy’s shoot- 


‘ing, up to 11 o’clock we had but five casual- 


ties. Commander Romilly was dangerously 
wounded as he was standing close to Gen. 
Colley. Twenty men of the regiment, under 
Lieut. Hamiiton, held the point which was 
most threatened by the Boers. Nothing 
could exceed the steadiness of these High- 
landers. They kept under cover, and, 
although they fired but seldom, they kriled 
eigut or ten of the Boers who 
showed themselves from behind cover. So 
far our position seemed perfectly safe. The 
Boers had, indeed, got between us and the 
camp, but we had three days’ provisions, and 
could hold out until reinforcements came 
up. Our casualties were, with the exception 
of that of Commander Romilly, few and un- 
important, and all were perfectly confident 
of the result. From 11 to 12 the enemy’s fire 
continued as hot but as harmless as before. 
Between 12 and 1 it stopped, and it seemed a# 
if the Boers were drawing off. This, how- 
ever, was not the case. The enemy had 
been, as was afterward learned, very strong- 
ly reinforcing their fighting line 

IN PREPARATION FOR THE ASSAULT. 
Shortly after 1 terrific fire suddenly broke 
forth from the right lower slopes of the hill- 
side on which the firing had all along been 
heaviest.. A. tremendous rush Was simul- 
taneously made by the enemy. Our ad- 
vanced line was at once nearly all shot or 
driven back on our main position. This po- 
sition may be deagribed as an oblong basin 
on top of the hill. It was about 200 yards 
longa by fifty broad. Our whole force now 
lined the rim of the basin, and fixed bayonets 
to repel the assailahts. The Boers, with 
shouts of triumph, swarmed up the siaes of 
the hill, and made several desperate attempts 
to carry the position with a rush. Fach 
time, however, they were driven back with 
the bayonet. After each charge the firing, 
which nearly ceased during the mélée, broke 
out with renewed violence, and the air above 
us seemed alive with bullets. The troops 
did their duty well and steadily, and, trying 
as was the occasion, fought with great cool- ° 
by the officers. 

„At had gathered near

A TREMENDOUS RUSH ~ 
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A DIN WHICH SEEMED INFERNAL. 
All around men were falling. There was no 
resistanee, no halt, It was a flight for life. 
At this moment I was knocked down by the 
rush and trampled upon, and when I came to 
my senses the Boers were firing over me at 
the retreating troops, who were moving 
down the hill. Trying to rise, I was taken 
prisoner and led away. On the hill I found 
the body of Gen. Colley, shot through the 
head. After conversation with the Boer 
General, I induced him to grant me a pass to 
come into your camp and bring out succor 
for the wounded. They were lyme thickly, 
both on the platean and everywhere on the 
descent of the hill. The Boers were very 
civil. They. took, it is true, the few articles 
I had about me, but no troops in the world 
could, on the whole, have behaved better as 
vietors. Talking with me, they ascribed their 
victories not to their arms or bravery, but to 
the right in their cause. As to the complete- 
ness of their victory, there can be no aues- 
tion. They carried, by sheer fighting, a posi- 
tion which their Genera) himself considered 
to be, defended by the force at his command, 
impregnable. Even now 
I CAN HARDLY UNDERSTAND HOW IT WAS 
DONE, 
so sudden was the rush, so instantaneous / 
the change from what we regarded as safety 
to imminent peril. Up to the moment when 
the Boers niade the rush they had effected no 
progress whatever. A few of out men had 
been engaged, and the Boers’ casualties were 
trifling in the extreme. A few minutes later 
they held the crest of the hill. and our men 
were defending the natural basin in which 
they had been lying in apparent security. It 
cannot be.denied that the capture of Majela 
Hilt is an exploit of which any troops might 
be proud. During the evening’s advance our 
men hardly caughteight of a single Boer. 
The Boers crept through the grass, 
taking advantage of every stone and 
every inequality of ground. When 
driven back by our fire at one point, they 
would work around unperceived, and thence 
open with heavy volleys upon us, theniselves 
being all the time In visible. 
' QNE LESSON TAUGHT US 
is that itis useless to attempt to fight Boers 
with numerically inferior forces. In such a 
warfare they are man for man. They are 
equal and more than equal to our own. They 
are as courageous, infinitiy better shots, and 
marvelously skilled, taking advantage of 
every cover. Their coolness under fire is 
perfect. While fighting individually all work 
in concert and in obedience to orders. They 
openly express contempt for our in- 
fantry, but fear our cavairy and artillery.” 
The correspondent adds: “The English 
would have done well to have trusted to the 
bayonet instead of fleeing down the hill, 
where they were shot down like rabbits. The 
number of Boers who made the attack on 
Majela was 1,000.” 
COMMENT. 

The London Standard, commenting, re- 
marks: This simple but graphic narative 
at once disposes of all reports telegraphed 
from Néweastle and Durban to the effect 
that the loss at Majela Hill was due to fail- 
ure of the ammunition of our troops. It is 
clear that not only was there no failure 
whatever, but a great proportion of our 
troops had never drawn the trigger until 
they found themselves engaged in a hand-to- 
hand conflict.”

A Proposition to Abolish the Tolls 
on All Freight Westward Bound, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Fob. 98.—The Legislature's pro- 
posal to abolish the canal tolis un all west- bound 
freigtt was cousidered at length to-day by the Cu- 
nal Board. The following were present: Licut.- 
Gov. Hoskins, Controller Wadsworth, State Engi- 
neer Seymour, Secretary of State Carr, Attor- 
ney- General Ward, and Superintendent Dutcher. 
State Engineer Seymour made a notabie arxu- 
meut in favor of the legislative recommenda- 
tions.

The Meorrew Jewelry Rebbery to Be 
Brought Up in a New Shape by the | 
Police—Burglars Arrested. . 
The Morrow jewelry robbery is not yet so old 

as to have been forgotten by readers of Tus 

TripuNE, but, as it is about to be brought up in 

a ow shape by the police, a new interest in 

it is awakened. One night in last Novem- 

ber a trunk containing about $12,000 
worth of jewelry was stolen from the side- 
walk In front of the Clifton House.

Some days later ex-Detective Charles E. Ald- 
rich and Walter McDonald, a local politician 
and the present City Sealer, were arrested, with 
most of the stolen jewelry ia their possession, 
wn the corridors of the Clifton House.

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A RAILROAD TRIBUNAL.

power. It should stand as a bulwark for the 
defense and protection of all, whether railroads, 

people, or Goveroment. it should prevent 
aggression and administer justice. It should 
afford a radicai remedy. And anything short of 
this is mere patchwork. Some have coutended 
that ia commission of experts is the only proper 
tribunal. Wulle I recognize the value of 

knowledge which comes from experienee, I can- 
not admit that experts alone would wisely 
deal with this question. it is too great, it in- 
volves too many principles, to handed 
over to dogmatic experience d nar -minded 
empiricism. It will never do to put experts 
above the law. The administrators of the law 
may use them to throw light on technical mat- 
ters of art or science, Dut they cannot allow the 
experts to render judgment. While experts in 
the practical management ot rail have 
been deemed so important. c is curious that 
disinterestedness and independence, together 
with profound knowledge of government and 
law, hu ve never been spoken of as indispensable 
qualities io a railrond commission. We are 
coolly told that a Manstieid,a Marsball,a Shaw, 
or a Kent are too ignorant of business to judge

accomplished lawyer and statesman knows it is 
folly: Business and liberty tlourish to-day 
under the institutions which lawyers have con- 
ceived and established, and lawyers have ever 
been the best practical and theoretical econo- 
mists, having the keenest appreciation of the 
laws of business and the t narrowness and 
bigotry. Law, and those best acquainted with 
it. claim the first and highest place and power 
in a railroad commission. 

1. I therefore suggest the following as the con- 
stitution ano powers of a tribunal which the oc- 
cusion demands: ' 

A tribunal to be established by Congress, 
under the powers conferred on it the Con- 
stitution, to be called the Tribunal of Trans- 
portation and Commerce.“ It shall consist of 
three Judges, to be selected from men learned 
in the law and having no connection with trans- 
portation or commerce. They spall be se- 
lected or appointed by the President of the 
United States and confirmed by the Se nate. 
They shall hold office du good, bebavior, and 
receive an annual salary of $15,000 each. They 
shall be subject to impeachment by the House 
of Representatives, and conviction and removal 
by the Senate. This secures, as far as —— be 
secured in human concerns, dignity, om, 
strength, and respect fur decisions.

2. But this tribunal must 
independently of interes 
statistical and economical information, as weil 
as technical knowledge, to guide them. There 
should, therefore, bo attached to this tribunal a 
bureau of the special statistics and information 
required to enable it te decide the questions 
which may come before it. This bureau should 
have at its head three officers, selected from 
men familiar with commercial affairs and rail- 
road management—in a word, they should be 
experts, but should, at or after their appoint- 
ment, have no pewmonal interest in railroad or 
commercial ente 13 should likewise 
be appointed by dent and confirmed by 
the Senate and be subject to impeachment. 
They should hold office during good benkvior 
and have a suitable salary. The functions of 
this bureau should be to gather, arrange, and 
classify all information respecting transporta- 
tion and commerce, so far as they relate to and 
affect each other, and the powers of the bureau 
should be such that it can at ali times inform 
the tribunal upon all points even more read- 
ily and accurately than the  raifroads 
themselves. As the weather service 
watches and notes meteorological conditions 
and sends out forewarnings of atmospneric 
chan and coming storins, so might the pro- 
pe Bureau actin relation to transportation 
and commerce. In short, this Bureau shdéuid be 
the most comprehensive and exact source of in- 
formation on all questions pertaining to trans- 
portation agd commerce, so that any informa- 
tion required to guide the tribunal in its is- 
ions could be instantly certified to it under offi- 
cial responsibility. 

I proceed to consider the functions of the 
tribunal more precisely. 

* Congress should provide that it should, with 
the aid of the Bureau, which should in all 
things be subordinate to the tribunal, proceed 
to resolve itself into a court of inauiry. It 
should bave power to send for persons and pa- 
pers, and should investigate and auulyze the ex- 
isting system and conditions of transportation 
by land and by water, searce into the causes 
and consequences of present evils. The lines 
should then be required, separately and without 
concert uf action, to file on a fixed day a sched- 
ule of the freight cha which A ropose to 
adopt. From the schedules thus filed, and the 
informauon obtained by the preliminary in- 
quiry, the tribunal should be authorized to pre- 
scribe a minimum rate of freight charges, and 
all competing lines should be forbiddea to go 
low that rate without cause shown, and the 
decree of the tribunal consenting thereto. 
Heavy penalties should be annexed to violations 
of the rule; and it might, in the discretion of 
the tribunal, be imposed on the company, 
as Such, or any or all ot the Directors and man- 
agers, personally, whether they participated in 
the wrong or not, except that those opposing 
the wrong should be exempt. Thus railroad wars 
would be eliminated from the problem and 
legitimate competition would be stimulated. 
— pap ap should not be eliminated, but regu- 
la 80 as to prevent aggression and afford se- 
curity in the enjoyment of rights properly exer- 
cised. It is a mistake to suppose that the laws 
of competition do not apply to railroads. That 
they do apply, and that beneficentiy, is the dic- 
tate of reason and common sense. Herbert 
Spencer says: It is not true that there cannot 
exist between railways a competition analogous 
to that which exists between tradefS. ... 
The resuits (of competition) are that each takes 
that portion of the traffic which, in virtue of its 
position and local circumstances, naturally falls 
to its share; that each stimulates the other to 
give the greatest advantages it can afford; and 
that each keeps the other in order by threaten- 
ing to take away ite natural share of the trace, 
if, by ill-behavior or inefficiency, it counterbal- 
ances the special advantages it offers. Now, 
this is just the form which competition eventu- 
ally assumes between traders. This plan would 
also allow both ratiroads and places to enjoy, 
unmolested, their natural advantages, as they 
ougbt to do. But that plan is best which is based 
on natural jaws, combined with skill, efficiency, 
honesty, and courtesy in the management of the 
railroad. Thus legitimate enterprise and en- 
deavor to please is encouraged in the road dis- 
advantageously situated. 

This tribunal should have,in addition to the 
functions already suggested, general jurisdic- 
tion of all cases arising under National railwa 
laws. I am notof the opinion that it should, 
like the Railway Commissions, have general su- 
pervision over railroads. It should collect, 
through the Bureau, the information before- 
mentioned, and should report the same annu- 
ally to Congress, with recommendations as to 
legislation needed to perfect the admiuistration 
of justice in the matter of transportation. - Be- 
yond this its action would be, perbaps, best con- 
fined to reported grievances. To this end its 
action should be invokea by simple petition 
under oath. Any Governor of a State, Mayor of 
a city, Selectmen of atown, or any ten lawful 
voters and citizens, and any railroad company. 
should bave the right to petition the tribunal 
fora redress or prevention of a wrong, or the 
granting of a privilege—that is, of course, when 
the same affected inter-State or foreign com- 
merce and rose under National 1 a 
tion or e into conflict with it. 
The tribunal should

rompt to remedy injuries where such have 

n inflicted. 

He was not opposed to all slation on rail- 
road matters, but was op to it when it 
sought to interfere with the details of their 
management, use such interference would 
be detrimental to both the public and the 
railways without producing any  corre- 
spouding good. Any regulation which is 
n to the protection of the people 
against the exercise of any authority not grant- 
ed, or against the exercise of lawful authority 
in a manner prejudicial to the public interest or 
detrimental to the public good, it is within the 
power of the islature to make and enforce; 
provided, in the latter case, that if the rights of 
property or the value of the frunchise of the 
corporation is ired, compensauon shall be 
made therefor. 

He did not sympathize with the idea that there 
is any great danger to be apprehended to the 
political liberties of the people inthe growing 
power of the railway interest. The interest of 
railways, properly organized and managed, was 
so dependent on the people and so deeply in- 
volved in their prosperity and in their enjoy- 
ment of the highest degree of liberty that it was 
almost impossible to imagine a vase in which 
the railways could become involved in any at- 
tempt to subvert the political liberties of the 


people. 

He was opposed to the consolidation of parallel 
or competing lines of petwey, which ought by 
law to be prohibitea. Its effect was no doubt to 
suppress bealthy and proper competition, but 
the consolidation of continuous lines could not 
well bave that effect. As a long line of road 
could be operated at a comparatively less rate of 
expense than a short one, the consolidation of 
nm lines did not seem to be objection- 
abie. 

As far as experiences extended, pooling 
arrangements had not been destructive of com- 
petition, nor had they been attended by un- 
reasonable charges, or even by an advance of 
rates for transportation. To avoid trequent 
and necessarily 1 fluctuations, pool- 
ing arrangements bad been made without any 
other effect than securing tO the people, as far 
— possible, uniformity and permanence in 
rates. 

He believed there was considerable confusion 
in the public mind relative to the term water- 
ing stock.“ and that to the large majority of 
cases where the capital stock of railways in this 
country had been increased he could see no ob- 
jection. When the road and equipment were 
completed and put in perfect condition, he saw no 
reason why the earnings, which would otherwise 
have been paid to the stockboiders, should not 
be represented by stock in the Company. and to 
this extent he believed it was legitimate and 
proper that the stock should be increased. Be- 
yond this and the necessity of raising additional 
capital to extend and make the road more en- 
cient for the public convenience and use, he re- 
— the Increase of the capital stock as of 
— expediency, if net absolutely objec- 
n 


able. 

He did not understand how any fair-minded 

man could regard the existing passenger and 
freight rates as unreasonably high, and believed 
that in the matter of maximum rates it would be 
very dificult, for good reasons, to estabilsh 
any rule by general law. 
He believed that the le are not suffering, 
or are in danger of suffering more from, railway 
exactions or discriminations. 
there was great want of wisdom in the manage- 
ment of railways, but he knew of no exactions 
in any case which are necessarily involved in 
railway management. The letter concludes 
with the foliowing suggestion: 

»My experience has led me to the conclusion 
that a . deal of the apprent hostility on the 
part of the people to the railways proceeds from 
a want of information with regard to their man- 
agement and their necessities. I have, there- 
fore, long thought it advisable that in each State 
there should be either a Board of Commission- 
ers or some State officer whose duty it should be 
to act as the medium of communication between 
the peopie and their representatives and the 
railways; and that. ifit was made the duty of 
some such officer or Board of Officers to familiar- 
ize themselves with the necessities of railway 
management, to listen to the complaints of .the 
people, to iugquire whether or not such com- 
plaints were well founded, and if well founded 
to inquire wherein they could be lawfully reme- 
died, and to take such steps as might by- law be 
authorized to remedy them, the principal cause 
of friction now upparentiy existing would en- 
tirely pass away.’ *

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Mols, Ia., March 1.—The recent action 
of the Iowa pool lines in agreeing to maintain 
uniform rates on all business at this point, 
coupled with the further fact that rates have 
been materially increased, is causing consider- 
able bad feeling. The taxpayers of the city and 
the business-men have paid onerous sums of 
money to each of these roads, one after the 
other to get them here, that there might be 
competition. The result is an increasing effort 

to secure the Wabash road, and it may now be 
set down as an assured fact. Both the 
daily papers have given notice to the pool 
lines that they will fight, and fight to 
win. As matters now look, the Wabash can 
get all the help it wants for extending its lines 
in lowa, and this solely on the ground that it 
will not join the pool. Before October it wili 
have a roadtothis city, giving a short, direct 
route to St. Louis. Yesterday Knoxville voted 
a 5 per cent tax, although it now has the Rock 
Island and the Burimgton. Two other towns on 
that route have also voted a tax, and the indica- 
tions are the road will go that way. The Chari- 
ton & St. Louis bas, however, proposed to con- 
solidate with the Des Moines & St. Louis, and 
build the road via Indianola and Chariton to 
Moravia, which is on the Wabash south of Albia. 
The Chariton Company has already secured a 
large subsidy, which it agrees to transfer 
if the road goes that way. The only ob- 
jection to that route is that the road 
runs parallel with the Indianola Branch of the 
Rock Island & Chariton Branch of theBurlington, 
which are operated jointly as one road between 
Des Moines and Chariton. By the other pro- 
were routes, the Des Moines & St. Louis, or the 
abash, will pass through unoccupied territory 
to a junction with the Wabash main line.

GEORGE F. HARDING.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March z.— The McWilliams 
Special Investigating Committee heid its usual 
diurnal session to-day, and received a visitor in 
the person of Géorge F. Harding, the Peoria 
lawyer who has already notified the Senate 
Railroad Committee of his intention to present 
additional charges against the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners.

manuscript, Mr. Harding went on to show the 
kind of arod he had in pickle for the gentle- 
men of the Haiitroad and Warehouse Board.

GETTING READY FOR THE CONTEST. 

The Committee on Elections heid a meeting 
yesterday afternoon in Council Chamber for 
the purpose ot arranging for a list of judges and 
clerks for the coming municipal election, to be 
presented to the City Council at its next meet- 
ing. Aid. Barrett presided as Chairman. Several 
Aldermen and others were present to represent 
their respective wards.

MINNESOTA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pavu. Minn., March 2.—The Senate has 
concurred in the House amendments to the bill 
providing for the paymentof the repudiated 
bonds of t:.e State incurred in railway construc- 
tion. The Governor will sigu the same to- mor- 
row. The bill is in the nature of an adjustment 
on the basis of 50 cents on the dollar, some of 
the claims being disputed. The payment is to be 
made out of the internal improvement lands. 

The repudiationists have asked the question as 
to whether this is not equivalent to voting a tax, 
which requires a two-thirds majority under the 
Constitution. It is a judicial rather than a legis- 
lative question, and may prove cmbarrassing if 
it should be combatted in the courts. Those 
who have contended for the payment of the 
debt, and are advised of the law and the fact, do 
not seem disconcerted by the question. The re- 
pudiators have fought the adjustment plan at 
every turn with amendments and dilatory mo- 
tions, ten amendments being voted down in the 
Senate to-day. 

Under this adjustment, the venerable Seiah 
Chamberlain, of Cleveland, who has canvassed 
this claim for years in pérson and by his agents, 
will receive securities of the value of over a 
million and a half of dollars. Honest citizens of 
Minnesota are jubilant over the adjustment of 
this shamefully repudiated obligation, notwith- 
standing the loas of the Capitul. 

The Legisiature and State officers have taken 
up their headquarters in Market Hall. The 
rules were suspended to pass a bill appropriat 
$25,000, and authorizing the Governor to reat 
furnish suitable offices for the executive, legis- 
lative, and judicial officers of this State, at some 
convenient place or places in the City of St.

INDIANA.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2.—The Senate 
Committee on Education reported this morning 
as to the condition and needs of the State edu- 
cational institu tions. 

Purdue University has at present 220 students 
matriculated, representing forty-five counties, 
against 208 students last year. Of this number, 
twenty-eight reside in Lafayette. The future 
yearly revenuesof Purdue, independentof State 
aid, include $17,000, the interest on the endow- 
ment fund, and $2,000 income from students. 

The University asks for a $20,000 annual ap- 
propriation. The State Normal School at Terre 
Haute has 259 students enrolled, 23 of whom 
were present when the report was called for, and 
of this number 226 represent sixty-five different 
counties, and seventeen are from other States, 
and forty-one live in Terre Haute, and nine 
others in Vigo County. The School has no en- 
dowment fund or independent resources of rev- 
enue, and is oo al ron State aid. 

The State University at Bloomington has 169 
students in the coliegiate and 128 in the aca- 
demic department. Of the former, thirty-six 
are from Bloonington and Maggoe Counties, 
and forty-six other counties are re nted. 
In the latter, fifty are from other counties than 
Monroe. The niversity has a revenue of 
$10,000 independent of State aid, and asks for an 
appropriation of $97.000 fur buildings, books, etc.

The Rappelye Guardianship Case 
Decided Yesterday. 


The Prisoner Set Free After Showing 
that He Has No Property. 


Trial of Gilbert and Orr for the Bross 
Murder. 
The Bank-Tax Cases Awaiting a \ 


Novel Mandamus Proceeding—Record of Judg- 
ments and New Suits. 


THE RAPPELYE CASE. 

The case of Nicholas A. Rappelye, who was 
committed to jailby Judge Knickerbocker, of 
the Probate Court, for failing to pay over trust- 
funds of an estate, came up yesterday morning 
before Judge Smith on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Rappelye was the guardian of Laura Mekinnon 
and Virgil and Cicero McKinnon, and was ap- 
pointed by the County Court in 1873. In 1875 he 
made report. and has done so several times un- 
nually since. On the 24th of January last he 
was cited to turn overa balance due from bim 
of some $15,000, as two ot the children had. be- 
come of age, and fdr Cicero McKinnon, the re- 
maining minor, John Quinlan was appointed 
guardian. 

Rappelye admitted that he was indebted to 
the heirs the amount named, but said be was 
unable to turn over any Money because of being 
insolvent, having failed in business and gone 
through bankruptcy. Judge Knickerbocker 

uve him the usual grace, then committed 

im to the tender mercies of Sheriff’ Mann for. 
contempt of court. W.C. Goudy sued out a 
writof habeas corpus, and yesterday morning 
the case was heard befure Judge Smith, Brandt 
& Hoffman appearing for the orphans. 

Rappelye was placed upon the stand by his 
counsel, Mr. Goudy. He testified that he owned 
no property whatever, either real or personal. 
He nad filed his petition in bankruptcy in 1878, 
and had no funds of his own at that time. 

Upon a cross-examination he stated that the 
watch which he had in his possession and was 
carrying was the property of Miss Frank Wal- 
lace, and the chain attached to it belonged 
to his wife. He had earned nothing during 
the past two years, and he bad attended 
to the affairs of the Wallace estate 
without pay or remunperation of any 
kind, and had charged hothing for his services. 
During all that time his wife had fed him and 
kept him prim-looking, and had lodged him in 
goudiy style at Al Wabash avenue. He 


did not consider his services to the Wallace 


estate as worth anything. He was a general 
broker; kept an office for business, but, as he 
had no money, earned none. He had lost no 
money during the past two years. 

The money of the wards came into his hands 
in 1873, and was put into a whirlpool, of which 
he constituted one-half. He bought for $15,000 
a haif — in the firm of Frisbie & Rap-

money, but it failed, and a Receiver was ap- 


pointed, 

Judge Smith put the witness under a strong 
cross- U He insistea that the money of the 
firm of Frisvie & Rappelye was put in good 
securities. They did a great deal of investmg 
in that way. Frisbie was one of his bondsmen, 
and as such bondsman he had great, and good, 
and last faith in bis business ability and in- 
tegrity. After two years had elapsed be learned 
of the unreliability of Frisbie’s inv ts. He 
characterized his partner in such endearing 
terms as “ fraud,” “thief,” etc., until the Court 
held witness down to facts. The Massachusetts 
Mutual Life- Insurance Com * 4 had — 
Frisbie, and kept doing so unt y discov 
his eccentricities, 

The securities of the firm were placed in the 
hands of the Keceiver. Witness made an as- 
signment for the benefit of the heirs of $16,000 
worth of bills receivable and a library valued at 
$2,000, and E. G. Asay was the coun 
lowed the matter to go by default. Judge Moore 
finally overruled the assignment for the benefit 
of the wa 80 compelled all his assets to 
be divided among the tirm’s creditors. He 
conveyed no property to his wife. What she had 
came to ber from her father. He was in pos- 
session of no property which came to bim since 
he had assumed the trust. No one had any

Witness had once mäde a loan toa man named 
Morehouse on a large piece of property in 
Bridgeport. He didn't know how much of the 
trust-funda went into it, but it was mixed with 
the money of Frisbie & Rappelye, and kept in 
their account. There was no distinction made 
petween this and other money in the hands of 
the firm. He wanted the trust-funds placed in 
the best of securities. Some of their assets 
were in the bonds of the Illinois Raiiroad Com- 
pany and other wortniess trash. 

This inciuded all the testimony, and the record 
of the County Court was putin evidence, 

Judge Smith stated that he could not see why 
this case did not come under the thirty-sixth 
section of the Habeas Corpus act. If there was 
any doubt upon that pvint be would be glad to 
hear from counsel on the subject. 

Mr. Brandt held that the defendant should be 
returned to jail, because the Probate Court had 
held that the prisoner bad a certain amount of 
money in his hands which he refused to pay 


over. 

Judge Smith said the statutes provided that 
where a man could not pay the Court might let 
him out on a writ of habeas corpus. There was 
no use of citing cases from States where no 
statutes existed on the subject. 

Mr. Brandt stated that he was acting for the 
orphans without pay, and made an able argu- 
ment from his standpoint, and did earnest work 
in behalf of the heirs. He held that the order of 
the Probate Court was sufficient proof fhat 
Rappelye could pay. He citeda case from the 
California courts on the subject, and asked a lit- 
tle time to look up the law. and said, * 
Court is supposed to know the law.’ 

The Court—I presume I do. 

An adjournment was then taken until 2 
o’clock t that hour Mr. Brandt resumed bis 
argument, and quoted numerous authorities. 
He held that if Rappelye was sent to jail there 
would be no doubt that the money wouid be paid 
over, especially if he had to stay there some 
time.

dictable offense. There is no such direct statute 
in this State. However, in Chap. 38, of the 
Criminal Code, Secs. 8-81, there may be a 
remedy. To convict a person of crime the law 
must be certain, and the proof of facts certain, 
so that there can be no reasonable doubt. 
Whether a guardian is an officer of this Court re- 
mains to be seen. For a long time it was legend- 
ary among lawyers that it was next to impossi- 
ble to convict aman of perjury. Judge Davia, 
of New York, made a remarkable innovation in 
the matter of convicting some high insurance 
ofticiais and sending them to the Penitentiary. 
After he started the matter it did not take long 
to convict others. It used to be considered a 
good legal character if a man had nothing more 
standing against hith than an indictment for 
rjury. But why pursue this matter further? 
do not think that thek any appeal from 
Judge Smith's decision.

A NOVEL MANDAMUS. 

A novel and important petition was filed yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court at Ottawa by 
George K. Clark and wife.

A prominent party in the provision trade of 
this city says that no apprehension need exist in 
regard to action to be taken by the British 
Government on the trichine question. But with 
the: people it is another matter. They have 
been wakened up on the subject, and intereste 
parties have billed the walls of city and country 
with pictures of the trichine as well as pictur- 
esque representations of animal life, which ia 
triching only in name. As a consequence, the 
demand for consumption has largely falien off, 
and dealers there telegraph that they can do 
nothing at present. The trade is not exactly at 
a stand-still, but it is much reduced, and the 
consumption may not regain its former magni- 
tude in some months. Under these conditinns 
our stocks may weigh heavily yet, though much 
smaller than usual at this time of the year. 

Letters from Indiana and Ohio, received here 
yesterday, gave discouraging accounts of the 
prospect for winter wheat. One writer in Cin- 
cinnati said: Even men who are not given to 
croaking, such as „ are beginning to be 
alarmed about the condition. The alternate 
freezing and thawing is probably working un- 
told damage, and the wheat is looking very thin. 
We must have the best of weather from this on 
in order to insure a crop.” Folks were also talk- 
ing yesterday about the precarious outlook for 
spring wheat. They said that the weather of 
last fall was not favorable to plowing til the 
unusually early winter set in and rendered 
it impossible. 48 a consequence not much 
more than halt as much ground was plowed last 
fall for spring wheat as would have been turned 
up with favorable weather conditions; and, if 
we have a late spring, the result must be a 
largely diminished wheat yield. 

A letter was also received here yesterday from 
Kalamazoo, Mich., stating that one of the 
largest wheat buyers of that State says he thinks 
the wheat crop is very seriously damaged. He 
adds that one farmer who has 300 acres says that 
where the water is running of the wheat is all 
turning black. 

It was rumored yesterday that a contract had 
be en signed the previous evening to ship 400,000 
bu wheat from this city to the seaboard, by 
rail, at a considerable cut from pubtished freight 
rates. With more favorable weather tie rail- 
roads will be able to do a much larger business 
than heretofore, and the reduced movement of 
provisiogs, due to the European scare, will leave 
more room for grain to goon, As it now lacks 
barely two months to the usual opening of navi- 
gation, special inducements will probably be 
necessary tosecure a large movement of grain 
eastward by rail. /

SHIP-CARPENTERS AND CALKERS, 

The strike of the ship-carpenters and calkers 
continues, no understanding between employers 
and employés having been reached up to dark 
fast evening. The working force at Miller 
Brothers’ shipyard yesterday afternoon was 
about seventy-five, or one-half of the full 
complement. Farther acquisitions are expected 
to-day. The men returning to work are being 
paid $2.75 per diem,in accordance with the 
proposition made on Tuesday. Mr. Thomas 
Miller adheres to his determination to lock out 
all members of tne Union, and reels satisfied of 


his ability to beat the strikers. Appearances at 
the yard tend to confirm all that Mr. Miller 


claims. 

Dry- Dock 1 who evi-

to reject, and negotiations ceased on the spot. 
It is unders that the Dry-Dock Company 
bave entered into an agreement with Miller 
Bros. not to pay over $2.75 per diem, and also to 
give warning to owners and Captains of vessels 
that if employment is given to any of the 
strikers independent of the yards they must go 
to some point outside of Chicago to have their 
docking done.

The 
men are at work as usual in these yards, under 
a promise that if the strike at the regular ship- 
yards for $3 per diem succeeds they shall re- 
ceive the same amount; or, if a compromise is 
effected on a basis of $2.75 per diem, that sum 
must be accepted. 

As matters stand, the outlook is not very fa- 
vorable for the success of the movement to ob- 
tain $3 per day.

IT OPERATES UNFAVORABLY. 

According to figures prepared by the officials 
of the Chicago Custom-House, one pogion at 
least of the Treaty of Washington operdtes un- 
favorably to American commerce. The clause 
referred to is Art. 30, the first two paragraphs of 
which read as follows: 

It is agreed that for the term of yoars men- 
tioned in Art. of this treaty, subjects of her 
Britannic Majesty may carry in British vessels, 
without payment of duty, goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise from one port or place within the ter- 
ritory of the United States upon the St. Law- 
rence, the great lakes, and the rivers connect- 
ing the same, to another port or place within the 
territory ‘of the United States as aforesaid: 
Provided, that a portion Of such transportation 
is made through the Dominion of Canada by 
land carriage and in bond, under such rules and 
regulations as may be agreed upon between the 
Gagernment of her Britannic Majesty and the 
Gdvernment of the United States. 

“Citizens of the United States may, for the 
like period, carry in United States vessels, with- 
out payment ot duty, goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, from one port or place within the posses- 
sions of ber Britannic Majesty in North America 
to another port or place within the 
Sa possessions: Provided, that a por- 
tion of such transportation is made through 
the territory of the United States 
by land carriage and in bond, under such rules 
and regulations as may be upon between 


the Government of the United K the 


Government of ber Britannic Majesty. 

Upon a easual reading this agreement appears 
fair enough; nevertheless its operation is detri- 
mental to American commerce, at least so far 
as eastward-bound freight is concerned, as will 
appear from the figures of last year's business,

MORE IMPORT ANT SUTTS. 

The Buffalo Express. has the following: “The 
papers in six suits against the Union Iron 
Company of this city were served on the officers 
ot that Company last Saturday. The actions grew 
out ot a number of contracts made by Mr. George 
Beals, General Manager of the Iron Works. It 
appears from ‘the complaints in the cases that 
Mr. Beals last fall went to Cleveland and closed 
a contract with Mr. George C. Bingham for 10,000 
tous of iron-ore, for half of which $9.50 a ton 
was to be paid, and for the remainder the price 
was placed at $8.25. The ore was to be mined at 
Marquette. Mich. Following this agreement he 
signed a contract with George C. Finney, of Chi- 
cago, owner of the schooner J. Bigler; another 
with Merrick, Fowler & Essyltine, of Detroit, 
owners of the schooners Merrick and Montana; 
George Berriman, of Sharon, Pa., owner of an- 
other schooner; and David Muir, of Chicago, 
owner of the sehooner Margaret A. Muir, by 
which these vessels were chartered to carry 
the ore in question to Buffalo for the season 
at $3.25 per ton. The last contract was with 
Samuel Fraser, of Kingston, Ont., owner of the 
schooner Brookiyn, charte that vessel to 
carry ore from Escauaba to Buffalo for the sea- 
son at $2.40 a ton. Soon after the making of the 
contracts the price of ore fell, and when the first 
load came to Buffalo the Iron Company refused 
to receive the cargo, to take any of the ore, or 
employ any of the vessels. All of the parties ro- 
ferred to have begun suits against the Compa- 
ny. Mr. Bingham for the difference between 
what he got for his ore and the price named in 
the contract, which he places at $20,000. The 
vessel men ask for thesum representing the dif- 
ference between what their vessels actually 
earned and what they ougbt to have obtained if 
Mr. Beais bad adhered to his agreement. The 
sums asked are nominally about as follows: Mr.

From May to October, and often from February 
to December, there is never a sing! 
rain in any partof the State. Along 
this is partly compensated for by f 
the interior a hot sun pours its efful 
an wunobscured sky day after da 
spring, summer, and autumn. 
The trees wither and turn gray. 
ground bakes and grows hard, and on every 
highway the dust becomes a foot deep, and on 
the slightest disturbance envelops pedestrian 
and horseman in dense clouds. The weeds by 
the wayside turn as white as the wicker-work of 
brand new baskets. Ponds, creeks, and rivers 
dry up, and boys play in their 
Cracks start in the wooden frames of the flimsy 
houses. In many places the thirsty earth breaks 
open, as if panting for moisturer The great 
San Joaquin Valley, the vast wheat-growing 
region of the State, becomes a burfitng desert, 
and goto what part of the State you may you 
find Nature clad, not in smiling verdure, but in 
a monotous gray and brovgn.

The Health Department's attention is again 
directed to the filthy gurroundings at No. 48 
South Carpenter street, where much sickness 
has occurred, and where the ‘upants still suf- 
fer from those forms of disorder which are 
clearly traceable to faulty sewerage. is place 
remains as first reported, and this, toa, in 
utter defiance of the city ordinance, and with a 
positive disregard for the welfare of the occu- 
nts as well as for that of the immediate neigh- 
rhood. It the agents of this property are so 
astute that they propose to carry on this system 
of collecting a munificent rental, and this, too, 
upon a mere verbal promise that they will put 
the house into a habitable condition, it is quite 
time for the law to interfere, and thus prevent 
something which is liable to cause one or more 
trips to one of the neighboring cemeteries. 

in connection with this subject in reference to 
personal indifference regarding house sanita- 
tion, it will be proper to remark that the incre- 
dulity of the average landiord in reference to 
the laws of sanitation, together with the sublime

BEARS AND HORNETS. 
Blooming Grove (Pa. E Philadelphia 
‘ Ines. 

Bears have been far more pleutiful this year 
that tor m@ny seasons past. There afe many 
extensive forests ef beech and oak in the 
Counties of Wayne, Pike, and Monroe, with vast 
oujying swamp lands of laurel, hemlock, and 
tamarack. Despite the fact that these forests 
are penctrated by the Erie Railroad, the black 
bear makes in them his breeding and feeding 
haunts almost as freely as scores of years ago, 
before civilization bad made any advance in 
this section. Along the borders of these great 
swamps is a wide strip of soft mud. These 
swamps are almost inaccessible to man, and the 
bears make them their places of refuge, When 
the bears are plenty this border of mud is full 
of the animals tracks. In many places the 
mud is found hollowed out in wide spots eight 
or ten feet long, three or four feet wide, and 
two feet deep. Should large patches of seru 
oaks be found beaten down to the ground itisa 
sure siga that the bears bave been “ working” 
there and feeding on the acorns. They se on 
their haunches amoug the scrub oaks and beat 
the bushes violently with their fore paws. 

Bears are very fond of bugs and insects of all 
kinds. They know just where to tind them 
every time, and know that their favorit ingects 
make their homes under the stones during the 
winter months. The brutes consequently select 
spots where the ground is covered with stones, 
and with their paws turn them upto get at the 
bugs. Yellowjackets and hornets are favorit 
morsels with the black bear. if bruin sees a 
yellowjacket or hornet in the woods he is wild 
until be finds the insect's home. He tears mad- 
ly through the woods until his unerring scent 
leads him to the spot. Then he setties down to 
business. When a bear finds a yellowjackets’ 
nest it takes but a few swoops of his fore paws 
to turn it wrong side out. A yellowjackets’ nest 
is generally built in the ground. just under the 
surface. As soon as their nest is touched the 
bees swarm about iv clouds and cover the bear 
until be is as yellow as a sunflower. He pays no 
attention to their assaults, though an attack of 
yellowjackets on any other animal would result 
in death. The bear merely shuts his eyes and 
grins as he devours nest and all. He attacks 
boney-bees the same way, and scoops the honey 
out with nis puws and licks them off until the 
nest is despoiled compietely.

He 
climbs the tree. breaks the longest branch he 
can get, and, holding it in his fore paws, hits the 
nest until it drops to the ground. Sometimes 
he dances or stamps on the limb till the nest is 
shaken off. Should the nest be or arock the 
bear goes up to the topof the ledge above it, 
where he gathers stones and sticks and roils 
them down the side of the rock till one hits the 

est and sends it tumbling to the ground below. 

he bornets uppear to know what has caused 
their ruin, and all remain in the fallen nest till 
the bear appears, when they attack him.

Emile Justin Ménier, who cared not who made 
the nations’ songs so long as he made their 
chocolate, and whose death Was aunounced on 
Friday, was a genuine character, of whom many 
interesting anecdotes might be told. In nothing 
was he more thoroughly American than in his 
appreciation of the value and methods of ad- 
vertising. The great belettered slabs of wood- 
en chocolate spelling out his name have wearied 
the eyes of ail Civilized peoples, but his master- 
pieces in this line were naturally reserved for 
France, For years it has been at least impossi- 
bie tostir abroad there without reading Le 
meilleur chocolat est le chocolat Ménier” as 
once it was impossible here to got the cabalistic 
legend S. T. 1860 X.“ off the tired retina. One 
day a Frenchman said to him that be liked his 
chocolate tolerably well, but it had one fault. 
it grew white as it grew old. Ménier took the 
bull by the horns, and the next day every 
newspaper and dead-wali in Paris announced, 
“Le chocolat Ménier: the only chocolate 
that grows white as it grows old.“ It would be 
interesting to Know bow many million pounds 
of chocolate Ménier have since been bought be- 
cause of that remarkable) quality. hether 
Ménier’s chocolate does lly grow white with 
age, and whether other chOcolates do not do so 
as well, and whether doing so is or is not a rec- 
ommendation, of course nobody ever knew. 
Ménier was more than a mere manufacturer; be 
was, or thought he was, 4 statesman, his hobby 
being direct taxation, or the taxation of ac- 
quired property. One day be mounted the trib- 
une in the Assembiy—be reached the eminence 
ofa Deputy after having first been an Alderman 
of Paris—to defend bis ‘views and read a care-

CEDAR RArms, Ia., March 2.,—The eighth 
annual Convention of the National Butter, 
Cheese, and Egg Association assembled at 
Greeve’s new Opera-House in this city at 
2:30 p. m. The  Secretary’s roll-call 
showed. there were delegations from 
nineteen States present, and delegations from 
seven more on the road. The recent suow 
blockades have no doubt caused many to 
stay away, and, as a heavy snow-storm set in 
this afternoon and continues to-night, it is 
feared the delegates new en route will notbe 
able to reach here in time to take part. About 
1,800 persons, including delegates and mem- 
bers of the Association, were present. 

President F. J. Upton, of the Cedar Rapids 
Board of Trade, in a brief speech, welcomed 
the Association to Cedar Rapids. He said 
that the delegates were recognized as repre- 
sentatives of one of the most im- 
portant industries of the country, 
and that by their industry and 
the scientific methods of their 
work they had made a gratifying improve- 
ment in the quality of these productions 
placed upon the markets. 

Mayor J. H. Smith, on behalf of the peo- 
ple of Cedar Rapids, welcomed the - Associa- 
tion, and said they were always ready 
to gyect men engaged in such 
an important industry. He tendered to 
them free of charge the Opera-House for 
their meeting, as many committee- rooms in 
the same building as they should want, all 
the store-room required for the exhibition of 
dairy products and implements, and the 
Board of Trade rooms whenever they should 
need them. 

His Excellency Gov. John H. Gear then de- 
livered his address of welcome as follows: 

ADDRESS OF GOV, GEAR. 


FPELLOW-CITIZENS: It is with a high sense of 
gratification to myself, both as a citizen and an 
meer of this State, that I bid you welcome to 
State of lows. From all parts of this broad 
and fruitful land you come to this young Com- 
monwealth. 

The interests you represent, so broad and far- 
reaching, t so minute as actually to involve 
every family in the land, are worthy the thought, 
the care, and the attention of our people, and I 
rejvice that so intelligent a body as this National 
Association has these interests in its keeping. 

Having during the last few years had my at- 
tention drawa more than ever before to the 
interests you represent, | was struck with their 
magnitude, aud with the large part they were 
performing in enhancing the wealth of Na- 
tion. I tind that, whereas during the past tw@n- 
ty years the value of our exportsof all kinds 
has multiplied about two and one-haif 

d t of our entire * 
exports has a little more t 
doubled, that of the butter and cheese sent 
abroad is more than twelve times as great as it 
was in 1859. 

The State in which you now meet has been ne- 
cessitated by reason of its distance from the 
seaboard and the ultimate marketsof the world, 
and the consequent cost of getting its products 
to those markets, to look about fot expedients 
to lessen the cost of that transportation. 

„ THE CONDENSATION OF PROUVUCTS, 
whereby the largest value is packed in the 
smallest bulk and weight, was readily found to 
afford the speediest prospect for at least meas- 
urable reliet. Aud among the industries which 
within a few years bave assu largely extend- 
ed proportions in Lowa by reason of greater di- 
vérsification is the manufacture of butter and 
cheese ana ae raising of poultry. 

Il have been) favored, througu the kindness of 
your Secretary, with the figures of lowa's 
production of these articles for the year 1880. 
Therefrom 1 learn that it is estimated 
that the manufact of butter last year 
amounted to no less than 52,000,000 pounds, and 
ot cheese to 1,500,000 pounds. At the current 
market value of these two products an aggre- 

‘of nearly ten millions of dollars has been 
udded to the wealth of the State by these articles 
alone, and it is estimated that the butter, cheese, 
eggs, and poultry of Iowa production average a 
return of $1,000,000 monthly to the producers, 
being about one-eighth of the amount ot our 
Whole agricultural products, and a sum more 
than sufficient to pay all the taxes assessed in 
this State on every class of property of every 
kind for that year. a 

But there is a greater value to these products 
than is exhibited by the figures indicat their 
yield. These tell a good story, it is true, but they 
do not tell all. Directing the husbandman's at- 
tention from more bulky and less profitable pro- 
ducts to such as these, 80 that the land 
may be made to yield its largest return with the 
smallest outlay of capital and labor, adds large- 
ly to the value of that land. 

The reputation which lowa’s dairy products 
have obtained in the great markets is of im- 
meuse value to the producers of Iowa, and not 
only to those who are engaged in the manu- 
facture of these articles, but also to those who 
yet confine their efforts to marketing crops of 
grain, because the former, by developing 80 
much of the possibilities of lowa's climate and 
soil, are enhancing the value of all the lands in 
the State. To’the enterprise and sagacity of the 
men who bave inaugurated these new indus- 
tries, whereby such facts have been demon- 
strated. the State owes a debt of titude. 

Gentiemen of the Association, in the nce 
of so many to whom the production of the arti- 
cles in which your Association is especially in- 
terested is familiar it would not become me to 
offer any suggestions in regard to that produc- 
tion. Permit me to say, however, that you are 
ina position to learn of the extent to which

is required to deliver to the purchaser with the 
article a label similarly marked. Persons other- 
wise.selling or exposing forsale the article in 
question are guilty ofa misdemeanor; and, to 
obviate a difficulty which makes many similar 
statutes nugatory.avery sensible provision is 
inserted in the act in question tothe effect that 
proof of the sale or offer” or exposure alleged 
shail be presumptive evidence of knowl- 
edge “of the character of the article 80 
sold or offered,” and that it was not properiy 
branded. I do not know to what extent other 
States have enacted similar laws, but I 
not the intluence setin m 7

and eggs: Through its influence the rail- 
way classification of butter has been re- 
duced from the second to the. third 
class, and thus effected a vast 
saving in freight charges to dealers. 
Through the efforts of one of its committees 
a system of ocean refrigerators has been 
adopted. Among its decisions are that a 
temperature of 45 to 48 degrees is the 
proper one for butter intended to keep 
ninety days, 36 to 40 degrees for Dutter 
intended to keep longer than ninety days; 
proper temperature for eges 38 to 40 de- 
grees, and for cheese 45 to 50. Packages for 
shipping eggs should be cases of thirty 
dozens. The Association had always en- 
couraged the creamery 
from which always uring the  high- 
est prices. Attention was called to 
what is known as the “new process” for 
gathering cream. ‘There is a division of 
sentiment as to its value, and it will be one 
ot the prominent subjects of discussion be- 
fore the Convention. Some interesting 
Statistics were given show in- 
crease of exports of dairy products for 1880 
over those of previous years, Great Britain 
is our largest customer, taking one-half of 
our exports. Germany comes next, and fifty 
other countries ‘are our customers. The 
largest increase in the consumption of our 
products is in France, the land of dairies. 
The most portant business to come 
before the Convention will be the discussion 
of ways and means for stamping out of ex- 
istence the adulteration of butter with lard. 
He ridiculed the claim of the gentlemen en- 
gaged in that business that they are the 
poor man’s friend.” They were the 
poor man’s friend” in that they sold 
them lard worth 10 to 12 cents a pound for 
25 cents in the shape of so-called butter, 
Some of this -adulterated butter has 
found its way to foreign mar- 
kets and has created a _ prejudice 
against our dairy products. He asked, 
Shall the Association wipe out this traffic, or 
shall it be allowed to destroy our trade? The 
same justice should be meted out to them 
that send the money-counterfeiter to the 
Penitentiary. 

After appointing a Committee on Program, 
and one to report on the merits of the dairy 
products and implements now ‘dn exhibition, 
the Association adjourned to meet to-morrow 
at 10 o’clock. 

The Boston Produce Exchange delegates
